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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue Schachter teacfies an opening 
between the guard bar and the blade permitting the unimparied passage of cut hairs and soap, and Schachter teaches away from the 
combination with King because the combination would eliminate the required space between the guard bar and the cover member. To the 
contrary, not only does King teach a gurad bar (11) parallel to the blade cutting edge (12/14), but it also shows a space between the guard 
bar (11) and the blade cutting edge (12/14) for facilitaing passing of shaving debris. Note King's Figs.1 and 2. Since both Schachter and 
King show it is desirable to have a space between the guard bar and the cutting edge, one skilled in the art would have known to have 
Schachter's modified guard bar so arranged (by having a space between the guard bar and the blade as in King) so as not to jeopardize the 
rinsability.
